The major projects developed 
the four sections for 
year follow: 

Soils and Land Use—The control 
of wild rye and other weeds, study- 
ing methods and practices and seek- , 
ing channels of financial assistance 
for range operators in the solu-

Irrigation and drainage—Recom- 
mending continuing investigation of 
the building of smal reservoirs for 
the storage of irrigation water; urg- 
ing that the Farm Advisor and oth- 
er agencies collect information re- 
lative to irrigation by sprinkling 
and on the building of reservoirs so 
as to prevent seepage losses; and 
recommending the gathering and 
' distribution of information concern- | 
| ing the size and type of pumps |

“Great Mogul,” a stone weighing, 
it is said, 787 carats in the rough, 
and found at Golconda, a center of 
the Indian diamond trade. Some 
think it was cut up to make two 
stones that are famous today. One 
is the “Orloff.” a magnificent gem 
that is said to have been stolen by 
a ‘French soldier from the eve of an 


and presented to Catherine II. of 
Russia, in the eighteenth century. 
The other stone is the “Koh-i-nor,” 
a famous diamond that has belong- 
ed to the English crown since 1850. 

Rubbies and sapphires are the 
same stone. 
which is a form of aluminum. It 
ranks next to the diamond for hard- 
ness. The only difference between 
a ruby and a sapphire is in the 
coloring. 

Corundum may be white, then it 
is called “white sapphire: yellow 
it is called “oriental topaz;" green 
it is called “oriental emerald:” 
violet it is called ‘oriental ame- 
thyset;"’ greenish blue it 
“oriental aquamarme.” 

“White sapphires” are sometimes 


ground to make lenses for micro- 
scopes. 
When corundum is. heated, it 


changes color. 

Rubies are small and very costly, 
sapphires are large and are cheaper 
than diamonds, The finest sap- 
phires now come from Siam and 
trom Ceylon.

POSTMASTER GIVES HINTS ON 


EL DORADO COUNTY CHRISTMAS SHOPPING EDITION 


PACKAGES 


At Least Ten 


Days For Delivery; Wrap Securely And 


Address Plainly, Public Is Advised 


During the holidays, the volume 
Of mail increases approximately 
200 per cent. Therefore, to assure 
delivery of Christmas gifts, cards 
and letters by Christmas Day, the 
public is advised by Postmaster 
,Anna Scherrer to shop and mail 
| early. 
| “Do your Christmas shopping so 
| that you can mail your gifts, greet- 
| ings and letters at least a week or 
ten days before Christmas, depend- 
ing on the distance,” she said. “This 
will make it certain they are re- 
“ceived before Christmas Day and, 
‘in addition, will be a great aid to 
| the postal service and enable postal 
jemployes to spend the Christmas 
‘holiday with their families.” 

All parcels must be packed and 
wrapped securely. Strong paper and 
heavy twine are recommended. 

Postmaster Scherrer also offered 
the following suggestions: 

Address all matter Plainly and 
|completely in ink, giving the street 
| address or box or rural route num- 
| ber whenever possible. Place the 
/sender’s return card in the upper 
left corner of the address side. 
| Tags should not be used unless ne- 
cessary, in which case a copy of 
| the address and return card should 
| be placed inside the parcel for iden- 
tification if the tag is lost. 

Pack articles carefully in strong 
durable containers. Wrap parcels 
securely, but do not seal them ex- 
cept when bearing a printed label 
or endorsement, reading: “Contents 
Merchandise — Postmaster: This 
parcel may be opened for posta] in- 
Spection if necessary,” together with 
name and address of Sender, as 


dorsed are subject to postage at the 
letter rate. The name and address 
of the sender may be handwritten 
or typewritten on the labels. 

Parcels may not exceed 100 inches 
in length and girth combined. 

Parcels may be marked: “Do not 
open until Christmas,” this being 
permitted in order to encourage 
early mailing. 

Written greetings, such as “Mer- 
ry Christmas,” “Happy New Year,’ 
“With Best Wishes,” and names, 
numbers or symbols for the purpose 
of description, may be enclosed with 
third or fourth class (parcel post) 
mail. Books may bear simple dedi- 
catory inscriptions not of a persona] 
nature. Other written additions 
Subject parcels to letter postage. 


Do not enclose letters in parcels, 
as doing so would subject the en- 
tire parcel to letter postage. Com- 
munications prepaid at the first 
class rate may be sent with parcels 
prepared at the third or fourth class 
rate by securely attaching the let- 
ters or other written matter to the 
outside of parcels. 

Christmas seals or stickers should 
not be placed on the address side of 
mail. 

Mailers may save time by buying 
postage stamps in advance. 

Parcels of fourth class matter, en- 
dorsed “Special handling,” will be 
given the most expeditious handl- 
ing and transportation practicable 
(but not special delivery) upon pay- 
ment, in addition to the regular 
postage. of the following charge: 
Up to two pounds, 10 cents; more 
than two pounds, up to 10 pounds, 
15 cents; more than ten pounds, 


sealed parcels not so labeled or en- 


20 cents.
